2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the single pole 
embodiment claimed, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s).

and 41 3, and the images 501 and 503 do not appear to have been identified in the 
drawings.

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicants are advised that there is insufficient structure set forth in claims 1 and 
9 for a mere pole with a handle and no other structure to effect the function 
of pivoting movement much less movement about two or three axes. In like manner 
there is insufficient structure set forth in claim 28 for a mere pole with a handle to effect 
rotation of the handle as claimed. 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 1-4, 6 and 7 insofar as they are complete are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Lu '344. 

Note Figures 5 and 6 of Lu showing the two axes of rotation which are 
perpendicular to each other. Figure 5 shows the locking mechanism for the extension 
of the two poles 1 1 . The rotation of the grip shown in Figure 5 permits the grip to lie 
along the top of the luggage case with the length disposed perpendicular to the axis of 
the wheels. 

7. Claims 9-1 1 and 24-27 insofar as they are complete are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bellini "687. 

Note the embodiment in Figure 5 of Bellini which shows two axes at 13 and 14. 
However movement along 13 inherently permits the grip 20 to rotate about two parallel 
axes 14 for left and right handed positioning. This inherently results in three axes with 
tow parallel to each other. Note Figure 1 showing the axis of the wheels at 6. Members 
8 define the poles with member 36 attached to the bridge. 

8. Claims 9-16 and 24-27 insofar as they are complete are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lu '055. 

Note the construction shown in Figure 2 of Lu as well as Figures 7 and 8 showing 
the knuckle 213 and intermediate arm 3 as they change position along the parallel axes. 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-8 and 17-23, insofar as they are complete are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the reference as applied to claim 12 above, 
and further in view of Schafer '064. 

To have secured the handle of Lu to a parallelepiped case with the handle 
oriented along the top of the case in the manner taught by Schafer would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art. 

10. Claim 28 insofar as it is complete is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by either Schafer '064 or Maloney '925. 

Note members 40, 41 and 42.1 in Figures 1 and 2 of Schafer. Note also 
member 8 in Figure 6 of Maloney. 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show other luggage handle constructions.
